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City Deal’s 
masterplan 

for A1307 


PLANS for a new park and ride to 
help solve problems for Haver¬ 
hill commuters trying to access 
Cambridge and its burgeoning 
south-eastern biotech cluster 
have moved a step closer. 

The new transport hub is part 
of a package of ‘preferred’ im¬ 
provements, which include a 
new on-road bus route along 
the A1307, according to a newly 
published City Deal consultation 
report. 

Measures are also planned to 
improved walking and cycling 
routes on the notoriously dan¬ 
gerous road. 

The report, published on Mon¬ 
day, details the findings from 
a public consultation held last 
year. 

It highlights a growth in the 
number of commuters from 
new housing developments in 
border towns like Haverhill and 
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outlying South Cambridgeshire 
villages, such as Linton, into Ad- 
denbrooke’s Hospital and Cam¬ 
bridge’s science and research 
parks as necessary reasons for 
improvement. 

“By providing significant im¬ 
provements, particularly reliabil¬ 
ity, for journeys by sustainable 
transport modes to these key 
employment sites, the emerging 
preferred options for the A1307 
will directly deliver on the over¬ 
arching vision of the Greater 
Cambridge City Deal - to secure 
sustainable growth and quality of 
life for the people of Cambridge 
and South Cambridgeshire,” the 
report states. 

The new park and ride would 
be on the All, with Four Went- 


ways earmarked as the potential 
new site, though it is not clear 
whether it would operate as a 
guided bus way point like others 
in the city. 

South Cambridgeshire dis¬ 
trict councillor Henry Batchelor 
said that the new park and ride 
may prove to be ineffective as 
commuters from border towns, 
like Haverhill, will have already 
driven half way to Cambridge by 
the time they get there, meaning 
the A1307 will still prove busy at 
commuting times. 

According to the report, the 
new park and ride could gener¬ 
ate another 33-36 per cent usage 
of park and rides in and around 
the city. A total of 66 per cent of 
the 1,489 respondents were in fa¬ 
vour of a new park and ride.

Police hunt

Toddler’s death 
leads to change 


THE DEATH of a 17-month- 
old toddler last year has led 
to changes in ‘early help’ sup¬ 
port services in Suffolk. 

Following an independent 
report on tide death of Baby 
E, Suffolk Local Safeguard¬ 
ing Children’s Board will now 
oversee leadership, manage¬ 
ment and supervision of‘ear¬ 
ly help’ for families. 

‘Early help’ services pro¬ 
vide support to families and 
highlight any concern for a 
child’s welfare before child 
protection services get in¬ 
volved. 

Suffolk’s Local Safeguard¬ 
ing Children’s Board, which 
commissioned the inde¬ 
pendent report, has decided 
that more support is needed 
across all ‘early help’ agen¬ 
cies. 

The report said that while 
there had been evidence of 
good communication and 
practice among the team 
looking after Baby E, there 
were still key lessons to be 
learned. 

Sue Hadley, the independ¬ 
ent chairwoman of the safe¬ 
guarding board, said:”A key 
learning from this report is 
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that the leadership, man¬ 
agement and supervision of 
‘early help’ cases has to be 
enhanced to ensure practi¬ 
tioners see all the issues. 

“For example, the behav¬ 
iour of the adult family mem¬ 
bers and the impact of this 
on the effectiveness of the 
work was not fully recognised 
and analysed. 

“In addition, confusion 
about who was co-ordinating 
the plan was added to this 
lack of oversight and in ef¬ 
fect no one was clearly lead¬ 
ing multi-agency ‘early help’ 
plan and process.” 

The report also recom¬ 
mended that it is essential 
that staff in all partner agen¬ 
cies have access to a ‘coher¬ 
ent framework to support 
them to work effectively with 
families’ which would give 
‘early help’ services the same 
importance as child protec¬ 
tion systems. 

Speaking specifically about 
the Baby E case, Ms Hadley 
said: “In the management of 


neglect cases the rationale 
for professional judgements 
should be clear, based on re¬ 
search and evidence based 
practice. 

“In Baby E’s case it is no¬ 
ticeable that there was a lack 
of the use of any screening or 
risk assessment tools which 
would provide a far stronger 
evidence based analysis of ei¬ 
ther parent’s capacity to care 
safely and well for Baby E and 
to put his needs first.” 

She added: “ We have to see 
assertive, confident practice 
as the norm including as the 
report sets out a revised and 
better understood neglect 
strategy in order that any 
similar cases to Baby E that 
need additional input are ef¬ 
fectively identified.” 

An updated neglect strat¬ 
egy and assessment for prac¬ 
titioners has been finalised 
and the board says it hoped 
to see individual agencies put 
the plans in place by March.

Taster sessions 
for teenagers 
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A PROJECT to improve the 
lives of young people is set to 
start its second year. 

The Junior Signpost project, 
run by One Haverhill, targets 
young, anxious and vulner¬ 
able 14-18 year olds and aims 
to improve their chances of 
developing into ‘confident, 
emotionally balanced young 
people’. 

The 12-week programme 
starts on March 2 with differ¬ 
ent taster sessions available 
each week. 

Local agencies and schools 
identify children they feel 
may benefit and then refer 
them to the project. 

Karen Chappie, youth skills 
manager at One Haverhill, 
said: “We have had some pos¬ 
itive results from our groups 
and feel our sessions have 
made a difference to the in¬ 
dividuals that have attended.” 

The sessions this year will 
include a golf taster, gym

workshop, chocolate making 
for Easter, archery and flower 
arranging for Mother’s Day. 

Ms Chappie said: “We hope 
to encourage new interests 
and build confidence in 
young people.” 


Counsellors are also pre¬ 
sent during the programme 
to provide specialist help if 
the youngsters need it. 

It is also hoped that these 
counsellors will help to en¬ 
courage group chats about 
emotions. 

An Adult Signpost course 
has been running for just 
over a year and One Haver¬ 
hill hopes that combined ses¬ 
sions could work together to 
improve each others’ lives. 

The sessions are free, be¬ 
ing funded by One Haverhill, 
and will be run from the Lei¬ 
sure Centre in Haverhill every 
Thursday afternoon from 
3.30pm to 5pm from March 2.

The report also proposes 
keeping and improving the 
Babraham park and ride 
site, by giving it a new seg¬ 
regated bus route to Cam¬ 
bridge Biomedical Campus 
at Addenbrooke’s Hospital, 
to meet the high commuter 
needs, which could result in 
an increase of 10 buses per 
hour going westbound into 
Cambridge. 

The exact nature of that 
bus route, whether on an 
existing road or a new one, 


has not been decided. 

However, the planners 
say any new route “would 
be kept within the bounds 
of the public highway”, and 
would not have any impact 
on the historic landscape of 
the Gog Magog hills. 

Other preferred options 
listed in the report were: 
new or improved cycleways 
between Babraham and 
Great Abington and the re¬ 
search parks; bus and pe¬ 
destrian improvements at 
Linton, and road safety en¬ 
hancements between Lin¬ 
ton and Horseheath. 


A total of 83 per cent of 
respondents supported or 
strongly supported the idea 
of improving the bus, cy¬ 
cling and walking links in 
theA1307 area. 

The report also restated 
that reopening the Haverhill 
to Cambridge railway line 
was not a feasible solution. 

The report will be pre¬ 
sented to the City Deal As¬ 
sembly on March 1 and 
to the executive board on 
March 8. 

A more extensive public 
consultation is proposed for 
this summer. 


Proposals 'badly thought out' 


PROPOSALS to 
improve the A1307 
were rejected at a 
meeting of the first 
local liaison forum 
on Monday night. 

The local liaison 
forums have 
been set up by 
the Cambridge 
City Deal as part 
of its plans to 
consult on planned 
improvements. 

But the 15 
members of the 
forum, including 
district and county 
councillors, 
scrutinising the 
plans in Linton 
on Monday were 
unimpressed by the 
detail. 

Writing on Twitter, 
Cambridgeshire 
county councillor 
Roger Hickford 
said that the Linton 


forum, the first one 
to be held, rejected 
the proposal and 
told City Deal 
officers "to think 
again". 

Cllr Henry 
Batchelor, who 
attended the forum, 
said: "There was a 
feeling that these 
proposals were not 
weM thought out or 
presented. 

"After a fairly 
long discussion 
the forum voted 
to recommend the 
officers go back to 
the drawing board 
and start afresh and 
scrap the plans to 
take them to the 
executive in March." 

Concern about the 
lack of consultation 
across county 
borders was also 
raised.

Listing for war memorial 


HAVERHILL'S War Memorial has 
been given Grade II listed building 
status. 

The memorial on Withersfield 
Road has been part of the town 
since 1920 and honours the fallen 
men of Haverhill from both world 
wars. 

In its recommendation report 
Historic England said: "Haverhill 
War Memorial is an elegant and 
ornate example of the Latin cross 
type of war memorial, with intri-

"The memorial has a distinctive 
architectural quality and serves as 
a striking and evocative memorial 
to the fallen local men." 

There is also a panel on the 
memorial dedicated to 42 com¬ 
monwealth and allied nation sol¬ 
diers who are buried in Haverhill 
Cemetery. 

The surrounding paved design 
and low stone surrounding walls 
are also included in the listing. 


T\vo arrested

Children with 
needs ‘let down’

CHILDREN in Suffolk with 
special needs and disabilities 
are being failed by the sys¬ 
tem, says a new report. 

According to a joint report 
from Ofsted and the Care 
Quality Commission, com¬ 
pleted in December, children 
and parents in Suffolk are los¬ 
ing out due to a system that 
is confusing, slow and inef¬ 
ficient. 

In their report Ofsted and 
the CQC highlighted delays in 
referral, assessment, diagno¬ 
sis and gaps in service provi¬ 
sion. 

The report said: “Too many 
(parents) feel that they are 
driven to crisis point before 
additional support and ad¬ 
vice are identified and put in 
place for them and their chil¬ 
dren.” 

The report also pointed to 
specific failures to provide 
advice, support and provi¬ 
sion to those with autism and 


mental health difficulties, 
and those needing speech 
and language therapy and oc¬ 
cupational therapy. 

Problems were also found 
in the quality and accessibil¬ 
ity of information for carers 
and parents because of poor 
communication. 

A survey last October car¬ 
ried out by the Suffolk Parent 
Carer Network (SPCN), which 
worked with Ofsted and the 
CQC, found similar results, 
adding that some parents and 
carers opted to go for private 
care instead of waiting. 

In response to the Ofsted 
report, the SPCN said the re¬ 
sults would come as no sur¬ 
prise to families. 

It said: “The reality is that 
the lived experience of too 
many families is one of fight¬ 
ing to get their voices heard 
when trying to get the help 
and support their child or 
young person needs, and of¬ 
ten being unable to access 
services or being passed from 
one agency to another with 
no resolution.” 


Respondents to the SPCN 
report were anonymous 
but one said: “They refuse 
to work together but would 
rather cause more distress 
to families by passing them 
round and round the system 
with no accountability or re- 
sponsibilty whilst the child 
suffers.” 

The Ofsted and CQC report 
acknowledged that Suffolk 
County Council and the Clin¬ 
ical Commissioning Groups 
(CCGs) recognised the prob¬ 
lems during the inspection. 

In a joint statement, Suffolk 
County Council and Suffolk’s 
CCGs confirmed they were 
aware of some of the failings 
before the Ofsted report and 
agreed with the findings. 

They said transforming 
these services would be a pri¬ 
ority having now appointed 
designated clinical officers 
for special education needs. 

They said they were already 
working together with the 
SPCN to introduce a number 
of changes to education and 
social care.

It comes with a new AMG 
multi clutch technology 9-speed sports 
transmission combined with a wet 
clutch. The new 4MATIC+ all-wheel- 
drive system ensures optimum traction 
in all road conditions. 

The power for the new estates comes 
from the AMG 4.0-litre twin-turbo V8 
which gives them a peak output of 
612bhp with S version able to sprint 
from 0 to 62mph in 3.5 seconds, and 
the E 63 4MATIC+ in 3.6 seconds with 
C02 emissions coming in at 206g/km. 


N OT indicating clearly has 
been revealed as the UK's 
most inconsiderate driving 
behaviour. 

An RAC Insurance poll of more 
than 2,100 motorists found that 
58 per cent of respondents named 
other motorists not signalling clearly, 
or at all, as their number one 
inconsiderate trait. 

A further 56 per cent cited 
middle-lane hogging as the most 
inconsiderate action, while driving 
too close to the car in front was 
voted for by 51 per cent. 

RAC Insurance spokesman 
Simon Williams said: "There are 
a variety of behaviours at the 
wheel that motorists class as being 
inconsiderate, most of which involve 
deliberate acts which are blatantly 
thoughtless, but the top answer of 
'not indicating clearly' is probably 
more due to misunderstanding or 
forgetfulness. 

"The confusion that it can cause 
is no doubt responsible for, at worst, 
accidents and at best, needless 
wasted seconds of waiting only to 


find out the driver wasn't really 
going where you thought they were. 

"The biggest example of 'indicator 
confusion' has to be at roundabouts. 
There seem to be different schools 
of thought on how to signal at 


roundabout and very few that follow 
the rules set out in Rule 186 of the 
Highway Code. If more of us were 
to follow the indicating rules, there 
would probably be fewer bumps at 
roundabouts." 


Used car sales hit record high 



S ALES of second-hand cars in the 
UK reached a record high last 
year. 

The Society of Motor Manufacturers 
and Traders (SMMT) said 8.2 million 
used cars were sold in 2016, up 7.3 
per cent on the previous year. 

The industry body claimed there is 
"no reason" why demand should drop 
off in 2017 as long as the "economic 
conditions remain stable". 

Petrol cars were the most popular 
with more than 4.6 million traded, up 
4.7 per cent, although their market 
share fell by 1.5 per cent. 

The shift in new car sales to diesel 
over the past decade was reflected 
with demand for second-hand diesel 
cars up 11.1 per cent. 

Used alternatively-fuelled vehicle 
sales rose 32.5 per cent. 

The Ford Fiesta was the biggest 
selling model overall, followed by 
the Ford Focus and Vauxhall Corsa. 

Figures released in January show 
that new car sales also reached an all- 
time high last year at 2.69 million. 
SMMT chief executive Mike Hawes 


said: "On the back of a record 2016 
for UK new car registrations, it's 
further good news that our used car 
market is in such good health. 

"Strong demand is testament to 


the quality, reliability and appeal of 
cars on sale today, with used buyers 
enjoying more choice, more low 
emission, safety and connected 
technology than ever. 


"Providing economic conditions 
remain stable and interest rates low, 
there's no reason why we shouldn't 
see growth in this sector continue in 
2017."

Advanced automated manufacturing 
techniques developed with the 
AMRC will be used to build the 
next-generation Monocell.
